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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

» 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art of record 
discloses or suggests a method for removing metal contaminants from a used oil to obtain 
lubricant bases by contacting the used oil with an aqueous solution of a chemical reagent 
containing anions to produce a demtallized oil which is subsequently treated alkaline hydroxides. 

Johnson et al. (U.S. 4,247,389) discloses a removal process wherein the used oil is 
contacted with an ammonium aqueous solution to produce a deashing oil. Johnson does not' 
disclose a step of contacting the deashing oil with alkaline hydroxide.
